The Pehal Settlement of Port Blair, on the 
| East side, and about four leagues from the South 
end y the South Great Andaman, is in Latitude 
ll 43’ North, and Longitude 92° 47’ East from 
ae ; it has a spactous and safe harbour 
extending a considerable distance, inland; the 
entrance is fronted by Ross Island, which .extends 
about one mile in length in a N.N. E. and 
S.S. W. direction, its greatest breadth being about 
1,000 yards, and its height above the level of the 
sea about 250 feet. Ross Island is eaeily distin. 
guished from the surrounding land by its cleared 
appearance apd the Honses on its eummit, which, 
when the Sun shines on them, are piel fora 
distance of eleven to twelve miles. This Island 
is the principal depdt of the Settlement and the 
residence of the Superintendent. 


The Northern entrance to the harbour is between 
the North point ef Ross Island and a point on 
{he main Jand ealled “ North Point,” a distance of 
14 miles across, having deep water from within 
J00 yards of the shore on either side, 


Vessels entering the North Channel should

STATEMENT OF OpsectTs ann Reasons. 


Ture Lill, while maintaining all the existing classes 
of Courts in British Burmah, defines the jurisdiction 
to be exercised by each clase of Courts, and lays down 
rules for the admission of Regular as well as Secand 
and Special Appeals, which, it is considered, will 
greatly improve the administration of Civil Justice in 
that branch of the Department. 

Special Appeals will be admissible under the Bill 
on the same grounds on which such Appeals may be 
adinitted in the Regulation Provinces, that is, on the 
ground of the decision of the Court below being con- 
trary to some law or usage having the force of law, or 
of a substantial error or defect in law, or in the pro- 
cedure or investigation of the case which may bave 
produced error or defect in the decision of the ease 
upon the merits. Special Appeals will be cognizable by 
the Chief Commasioner alone in his capacity of 
Judicial Commissioner, or principal Civil Judge of the 
Province. In order to keep the law settled it 18 
obviously desirable that there should be only one 
tribunal for the determination of the questions which 
may arise in Special Appeal. But it is proposed that 
the Divisional Commissioners shall be allowed, on 
certain conditiona, to admit a Second Appeal from the 
decisions passed in Regular Appeal by the Officers 
subordinate to them Nosuch Appeal is allowed in 
the Regulation Provinces, but looking to the com- 
paratively short period that British Burmah has been 
subject to our rule, and to ather circumstances, 1t is 
thought desirable that, for a time at least, the Appel- 
late Authorities immediately over the District Officers 
should possess larger powers of interference with the 
decisions of their subordinates than are exercired by 
the corresponding Authorities in our older Provinces. 

The Bill proposes to extend the Code of Civil Pro 
cedure, with some modifications, to British Burmah 
generally. The Code is already in force, under an 
order of the Supreme Government, in the entire 
Territory, with exception tothe Province of Pegu, in 
which tho proceedings of the Civil Oourts are regu- 
lated by a Code prepared by Major Sparke, the Com- 
missioner of Pegu, and which bears that Officer's 
name. Major Sparke’ Code does not differ very 
materially from the Code of Civil Procedure, but it is 
considered that there should be o uniform Code for

STATEMENT OF Onsects ann Reasons, 


Tris Dill, while maintaining all the existing classes 
of Courts in British Burmah, defines the jurisdiction 
to be exercised by vach class of Courts, and lays down 
rules for the admission of Regular as well as Second 
and Special Appeals, which, it is considered, will 
greatly improve the administration of Civil duatice m 
that branch of the Department. : 

Special Appeals will be admissible under the Hill 
on the same grounds on which such Appeals may he 
adinitted in the Regulation Provinces, that is, on the 
ground of the decision of the Court below bemg  con- 
trary to some law or usage having the force of Jaw, or 
of a substantial error or defect in law, or in the pro- 
cedure or investigation of the ease which may have 
produced error or defeet in the decision of the case 
upon the meritx.
